T h e city I# very dirty Just now. and 
some extra precautions must be taken 
or th e people will get ill, and th e doc­ 
tors and undertakers will reap a h a r­ 
vest such as has not been known In 
many years. T here is no altern ativ e 
T h e city m ust be cleaned or there will 
be danger of an epidemic. 
T h e cause of th is sentim ent is J. T 
King, th e sanitary policeman 
who 
keeps an eye upon th e city, and notes 
th e danger of infection, or any other 
trouble produced by th e carelessness 
of the people. 
Ile has been around 
th e city looking over th e unsightly 
plies of snow stored away in many a 
backyard, and feels convinced th a t 
th e housewives in many homes have 
neglected to care for th eir health 
when th e w eather was severe, and 
th e garbage barrel was some distance 
from th e back porch. 
T h e result of 
the snow and cold was to cause the 
accumulation w ithin easy throw ing 
distance of door or window of enough 
garbage to give th e whole tow n a 
fever. These piles are composed of 
all the refuse which comes from the 
ordinary household, including th e re­ 
mains of vegetables and fruit in the 
form of parings. 
T here is also no 
small am ou nt of m eat scattered about 
waiting for th e thaw to show itself 
and spread its noxious fumes over the 
city. 
T h e health authorities w ant 
the city cleaned a t an early date, so 
th a t all the garbage will be out of the 
way floating placidly down the river 
by th e tim e the first warm days of 
spring come to do their deadly work. 
A h ot sun on those garbage piles 
would be th e means of filling th e a t­ 
mosphere 
w ith 
all 
th e 
elem ents 
th a t produce sickness and contagion, 
serving to make E ast Liverpool a d an ­ 
gerous spot for residence. 
If th e gar­ 
bage is cleared away, and the back­ 
yards are clean, there will be no d an­ 
ger of trouble, and the health of the 
thousands living here will not be in 
danger. 
Officer King bad no thought 
of frightening th e public when he 
talked with a reporter yesterday, b ut 
ho Is confident th a t th e danger ex­ 
ists, and th e public should be ready 
to m eet It as they m eet all danger. 
If the work is started now the garbage 
can be removed w ithout a rush of 
work for anyone, and a little care in 
future will prevent any fu rther ac­ 
cumulation, and provide against any 
danger such as now threatens, b ut 
will undoubtedly be m et and con­ 
quered w ithin th e next few weeks. 
Officer King is not mistaken in his 
estim ate of the accum ulated garbage 
in th e city. 
A little investigation 
will show t h a t the town Is dirty from 
the western end of Je th ro to the 
plains above th e sewer pipe works. 
In th e h e a rt of the city it is but little 
better, and the streets present alm ost 
as poor an appearance as the back 
yards. T he d irt on the streets will be 
removed by the force of Commissioner 
Welsh a t an early day, and w h at is 
left will be carried off by th e first 
heavy rain th a t comes this way. 
T he 
alleys are not in a bad condition, al­ 
though they would have been cleaner 
if th e snow had not been on the 
ground so 
many weeks, 
b ut 
the 
garbage piles in the yards are surely a 
cause for complaint. 
They are not 
confined to any particular locality, 
b u t are scattered all over town. Some 
property owners 
and renters 
have 
been careful during the days when 
th e snow was on the ground, b u t 
others have neglected, as Officer King 
says, and from them comes the danger 
to innocent and guilty alike. 
N eigh­ 
bors are already talking of the garbage 
piles in more th an one yard: but this 
displeasure now will turn to righteous 
indignation when th e spriug sun com­ 
mences to earn his salary. 
Officer 
King proposes to 
have 
the 
tow n 
cleaned up as soon as possible, and 
announces his intention of informing 
the people in the hope t h a t they will 
move in th e right direction as soon as 
possible.

On Fob. 17, lh®*, 
tho United Stat*-* 
sloop-of war Hous­ 
atonic was sunk in 
Charleston 
harbor 
by a spar torpedo thrust against her side 
at the water line. 
Th** di-"d was per­ 
formed by Lieutenant George XL Dixon 
of the Thirty first Alabama. 
It proved 
that the dreams of inventors from Ful 
ton’s timo to the present ar® not wholly 
wild, and that torpedo boats may play 
a part In warfare. 
Dixon’s craft was 
built of boiler iron in the shape of a 
cigar. 
Her length was SO feet, breadth 
4 and depth H. 
Originally designed fur 
submarine use, some 33 lives were sac­ 
rificed in experiments. 
Dixon rigged 
the boat to skim the top of the water 
and strike with a percussion torpedo. 
The Housatonic was one of the finest 
of tho wooden fleet and lay in tho north 
channel, completely blocking that en­ 
trance to Charleston harbor. Dixon and 
Captain J. P. Carlsen of the artillery 
and Hoamen Becker, Wicks, Collins, 
ltidgwayand Simpkins of tho navy vol­ 
unteered to destroy her. 
Their little 
boat sneaked along the bcaeh at night 
and lay hidden all day near their vic­ 
tim. 
At ll o’clock in tho evening the 
outlook on tho Housatonic saw a speck 
on the water moving toward the ship. 
On appproaching nearer the speck look­ 
ed like a plank moving swiftly over tho 
water. 
He sounded tho cry, and all 
hands rushed on deck, but only in time 
to nave their lives. 
The ship sank in 
staiitly up to her top*. Five men below 
went down in bor. 
The plank di'ap­ 
peared, and the mystery was not solved 
until after the war, when divots cleared 
the channel of wrecks. They found the 
Housatonic, with a hole at the water 
line, and IOO feet away the David, 
which had destroyed her. 
The daring 
crew lay securely coffined iii tho iron 
machine they had so skillfully guided 
to strike the blow.
